Haiti cholera epidemic could 
claim 10,000 lives

Obama awards Merkel

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haiti's cholera out¬ 
break could kill 10,000 peo¬ 
ple, health officials warned 
yesterday, amid fears the epi¬ 
demic which has claimed 
hundreds of lives may spill 
beyond the country's borders. 

"Our projections show that 
we could have around 
200,000 cases of infection in 
Haiti over the next six to 12 
months," Pan-American 
Health Organization regional 
advisor Ciro Ugarte told AFP. 

"If the fatality rate (of four 
to five percent) is main¬ 
tained... we may have 10,000 
dead," said Ugarte, stressing 
that would be the worst case 
scenario. 

Isolated cholera cases 
have been found in the Do¬ 
minican Republic — it shares 
the Caribbean island of His¬ 
paniola with Haiti — and as 
far away as the southern US 
state of Florida, prompting 
local officials to take precau¬ 
tions. 

Haiti's health ministry said 
yesterday that 1,100 people 
have now died since cholera 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Furious storms that have been 
lashing Colombia all this year 
have killed another six people, 
pushing the overall death toll 
to 136, the Red Cross told AFP 
tyesterday. 

The new deaths occurred 
Tuesday. A mudslide in a slum 
on the outskirts of Bogota 
claimed four of the lives, the 
national director of the Red 
Cross, Carlos Marquez, said. 

The organization estimated 
that 1.2 million people in 
Colombia had been affected by 
the record rains, with 1,700 
homes destroyed and nearly 
3,000 damaged. Secondary 
roads in most of the country 


was first detected in the na¬ 
tion in late October. The 
number of people hospital¬ 
ized also grew to a total of 
18,382. 

The disease has surfaced 
for the first time in the Do¬ 
minican Republic, with one 
person who crossed over the 
border from Haiti being 
treated for vomiting and diar¬ 
rhea. 

The Dominican Republic, 
a popular tourist destination, 


have also been hit. 

The storms were being 
blamed on atmospheric distur¬ 
bances from La Nina, a phe¬ 
nomenon in which cooler- 
than-normal water circulates in 
the Pacific Ocean around the 
equator. 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos on Saturday 
made an appeal for interna¬ 
tional help to cope with the sit¬ 
uation. 

"We are doing all we can, 
but it's not enough and we 
need help from everybody, 
from private companies to in¬ 
ternational aid, to mitigate the 
suffering of so many of our 
people," he said.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe issued a frantic "final 
call" for a single continent¬ 
wide 116 000 hotline for miss¬ 
ing children, yet to be 
activated by all European 
Union member states. 

"Every effort should be 
made to make 116 000 opera¬ 
tional," said Matthew New¬ 
man, a spokesman for the 
European Union's executive 
Commission. "People on holi¬ 
day anywhere in Europe 
should have the same number 
to call." 

Giving defaulting nations 
six months until May 25 to get 
the service up and running, he 
listed 13 states yet to sign up - 
- Austria, Bulgaria, Cypms, the 
Czech Republic, Estonia, Fin¬ 
land, Germany, Ireland, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Luxembourg, 
Slovenia and Sweden.

THE NETHERLANDS — A 
majority of MPs wants the 
queen to be restricted to cer¬ 
emonial duties only, it 
emerged during a parliamen¬ 
tary debate on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Only the ruling VVD and 
CDA and two minor Chris¬ 
tian parties want the queen to 
continue in her present role as 
formal head of the govern¬ 
ment and retain her member¬ 
ship of important advisory 
committees. 

Labour, the biggest oppo¬ 
sition party, called for the in¬ 
troduction of a 'modern 
monarchy'. 'We want a 


monarchy without the ap¬ 
pearance of political influ¬ 
ence,' said MP Pierre 
Heijnen. 

Opposition 

The other opposition par¬ 
ties and government sup¬ 
porter PVV called for the 
queen to be removed from 
her formal position as head of 
the government altogether. 

Prime minister Mark Rutte 
said later he did not want any 
changes in the queen's role. 
The queen does not have any 
political power and every 
monarch is free to do the job 
as he or she thinks fit, Rutte 
said.

Storm-hit St. Lucia banana growers 
need months to recover 



CASTRIES, St. Lucia 
(AFP) - The banana indus¬ 
try in Saint Lucia and the 
Windward Islands could 
need more than six months 
to fully recover from a hur¬ 
ricane that devastated the 
key export earner, officials 
said this week. 

"As a country, we may 
be able to export bananas 
in May or June 2011," 
Saint Lucia Agriculture 
Minister Ezekiel Joseph 
told reporters following an 
official assessment of the 
damage by Hurricane 
Tomas, which struck on 
October 30. 

He added, however, that 
demand in key importer 
Britain would be higher 
next year, which could 
help speed the industry's 
recovery.

of sad stories, there are op¬ 
portunities for us as a country 
to capitalize on what is hap¬ 
pening right now," he said. 

The category one hurricane 
killed at least 14 people, send¬ 
ing massive landslides across 
major roads and devastating a 
local agriculture and livestock 
industry already weakened by 


a recent drought. 

Winfresh, a regional ex¬ 
porter that markets Windward 
Islands bananas in Europe, 
said the industry could suffer 
losses of nearly 30 million dol¬ 
lars (40 million euros) over the 
next six months. 

Errol Reid, the director of 
technical support for Winfresh, 


told reporters that exports 
could drop by 40,000 tons 
for the remainder of the 
year, representing a loss of 
20 percent of total exports 
for 2010. 

"It's a substantial loss 
which will last at least for 
the next six months," he 
said. 

"As the second major 
income earner for these is¬ 
lands after tourism, this 
represents a major set¬ 
back." 

Bananas from Saint 
Lucia and nearby Saint 
Vincent and the 
Grenadines, all hit by the 
storm, are especially pop¬ 
ular in Britain, officials 
said. 

Saint Lucia, part of the 
Lesser Antilles in the east 
of the Caribbean Sea, be¬ 
came independent from 
Britain in 1979. It now has 
its own government, but still 
recognizes Queen Elizabeth II 
as head of state. 

The government has said 
the damage from Tomas may 
cost up to 185 million dollars, 
posing a major economic chal¬ 
lenge to the island's 170,000 
residents. 


The Netherlands returns 
Brueghel painting to 
Canada 


MONTREAL, Canada (AFP) - 
The Netherlands yesterday re¬ 
turned a long-missing work by 
Jan Brueghel the Younger to a 
Canadian university, which is 
the beneficiary of its previous 
owner, a Jewish art dealer, the 
school announced. 

The oil on copper painting 
called "Allegory of Earth and 
Water" depicts a picnic lunch 
with brightness and details ty¬ 
pical of the Flemish painter's 
works. 

It was owned by Jewish art 
dealer Max Stern whose col¬ 
lection was bequeathed to 
Concordia University and 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal, and Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, following his 
death in Paris in 1987. 

The painting, which was 
until recently on display at the 
Noordbrabants Museum in 
Den Bosch, was returned to 
Concordia officials at a cere¬ 
mony yesterday in The Hague. 

Threatened by the Nazis, 
Stem was forced in December 
1937 to close his gallery in 
Dusseldorf, inherited from his 
father, and fled to London and 
then Canada after being co¬ 
erced to abandon or sell some 


400 paintings, sold cheaply by 
the Gestapo. 

The painting is the eighth in 
Stem's original collection to be 
returned to the beneficiaries, 
but "the first delivered by a Eu¬ 
ropean government," said 
Clarence Epstein, director of 
the restoration project of the 
works of Max Stem at Concor¬ 
dia University. 

"The Dutch government 
follows a rigorous procedure, 
probably the most noble of any 
country as regards to plun¬ 
dered artworks," Epstein said. 

"Hundreds of artworks be¬ 
longing to the Stern family 
were pillaged," said Judith 
Woodsworth, president of 
Concordia University. 

"It is our hope that we will 
be able to recover many of the 
hundreds of works that were 
looted from the collection of 
Dr. Stem — notably those cur¬ 
rently hanging in other Euro¬ 
pean museums," she added. 

About 10 percent of art¬ 
works from the collection has 
been located, but their owners 
have resisted the Stem founda¬ 
tion's efforts to recover them, 
said Epstein.

Scientists dig below Dead Sea for 
slice of Earth's history 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - An in¬ 
ternational team of scientists 
has begun drilling deep 
below the Dead Sea in an ef¬ 
fort to extract material that 
could provide an unusual 
look at Earth's history over 
the past 500,000 years. 

The project aims to exam¬ 
ine the layers of sediment left 
behind beneath the lowest 
place on Earth over the 
course of millions of years, 
providing clues about shift¬ 
ing weather patterns, seismic 
activity and climate change. 

"The sediments... provide 
an 'archive' on the environ¬ 


mental conditions that ex¬ 
isted in the area in its geolog¬ 
ical past," the Israel Academy 
of Sciences and Humanities, 
a partner in the project, said 
on Wednesday. 

The thin slice of Earth's 
history will be extracted via a 
1,200-metre (3,937-foot) 

deep borehole being drilled 
by a special rig that has been 
set up in the northern basin of 
the Dead Sea. 

Once extracted, the layer- 
cake of soil will be subjected 
to high-resolution examination 
by scientists from fields rang¬ 
ing from climate science to 


chemistry for clues about 
Earth's changing environment. 

Details about severe 
weather or major seismic ac¬ 
tivity could even provide in¬ 
sight into human migration in 
and out of the region. 

"We believe that the re¬ 
sults of this project will have 
vast implications in the fields 
of science and environment 
and will shed light on new 
natural resources," Zvi Ben- 
Avraham, a professor at Tel 
Aviv University, and Moti 
Stein, with the Israel Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, said in a joint 
statement. 


Vikings brought Amerindian to Iceland 1,000 
years ago: study 


MADRID (AFP) - The first Na¬ 
tive American to arrive in Eu¬ 
rope may have been a woman 
brought to Iceland by the 
Vikings more than 1,000 years 
ago, a study by Spanish and Ice¬ 
landic researchers suggests. 

The findings boost 
widely-accepted theories, 
based on Icelandic medieval 
texts and a reputed Viking 
settlement in Newfoundland 
in Canada, that the Vikings 
reached the American conti¬ 
nent several centuries before 
Christopher Columbus trav¬ 
elled to the "New World." 

Spain's CSIC scientific re¬ 
search institute said genetic 
analysis of around 80 people 
from a total of four families 
in Iceland showed they pos¬ 



sess a type of DNA normally 
only found in Native Ameri¬ 
cans or East Asians. 

"It was thought at first that 
(the DNA) came from re¬ 
cently established Asian fam¬ 
ilies in Iceland," CSIC 
researcher Carles Lalueza- 
Fox was quoted as saying in 


a statement by the institute. 

"But when family geneal¬ 
ogy was studied, it was dis¬ 
covered that the four families 
were descended from ances¬ 
tors who lived between 1710 
and 1740 from the same re¬ 
gion of southern Iceland." 

The lineage found, named 
Cle, is also mitochondrial, 
which means that the genes 
were introduced into Iceland 
by a woman. 

"As the island was virtu¬ 
ally isolated from the 10th 
century, the most likely hy¬ 
pothesis is that these genes 
corresponded to an 
Amerindian woman who was 
brought from America by the 
Vikings around the year 
1000," said Lalueza-Fox. 


Adobe releases patches for Acrobat, 
Reader 


Users of Adobe programs 
should take note: the com¬ 
pany on Tuesday updated its 
security advisory for Flash 
Player, Reader, and Acrobat. 

The announcement brings 
patch updates for both 
Reader and Acrobat; Flash 
Player received a patch ear¬ 
lier in the month. Adobe rec¬ 
ommends all users running 
Reader or Acrobat 9 or later 
update to 9.4.1, while users 
running Flash Player 
10.1.85.3 are encouraged to 


update to 10.1.102.64. 

The issue is described by 
Adobe as a “critical vulnera¬ 
bility [that] could cause a 
crash and potentially allow 
an attacker to take control of 
the affected system.” It was 
first highlighted in late Octo¬ 
ber; subsequently, the com¬ 
pany has been rolling out 
patches for each of its af¬ 
fected programs. According 
to Adobe, attacks exploiting 
this issue have so far only 
been leveraged against 


Reader and Acrobat (version 
9 or later), but Flash Player 
and Adobe AIR are equally 
vulnerable. 

To install the Reader and 
Acrobat patches, users can 
run Adobe’s built-in updater 
by going to the programs’ 
Help menu and selecting 
Check for Updates. Alterna¬ 
tively, the patches are avail¬ 
able directly from Adobe’s 
Website for Reader and Acro¬ 
bat; the latest Flash Player 
version can be only be in¬ 
stalled from Adobe’s Website. 


Facebook swats bug that disabled accounts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facebook said a bug in a sys¬ 
tem designed to detect fake 
profiles had disabled a num¬ 
ber of legitimate accounts on 
the social network. 

Facebook did not say how 
many accounts were disabled 
by the bug, which primarily 
affected women's accounts, 
according to technology blogs. 


"Earlier today, we discov¬ 
ered a bug in a system de¬ 
signed to detect and disable 
likely fake accounts," a Face- 
book spokesman said on 
Tuesday. 

"The bug, which was live 
for a short period of time, 
caused a very small percent¬ 
age of Facebook accounts to 
be mistakenly disabled," the 


spokesman said in a statement. 

"Upon discovering the 
bug, we immediately worked 
to resolve it," he said. "It's 
now been fixed, and we're in 
the process of reactivating 
and notifying the people who 
were affected." 

Facebook has more than 
500 million members around 
the world.

App-centric iPhone model 
is overrated: RIM CEO 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
The head of BlackBerry 
maker Research In Motion 
(RIM) fired a shot at rival 
Apple, slamming the notion 
that smartphones need 
"apps." 

"You don’t need an app for 
the Web," RIM chief execu¬ 
tive Jim Balsillie said during 
an on-stage interview at a 
Web 2.0 Summit in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

"We believe you can bring 
the mobile to the Web, but 
you don't need to go through 
some kind of control point." 

Applications must get 
Apple's approval before 
being allowed into the App 
Store at iTunes that serves as 
an exclusive shop for pro¬ 
grams for iPhones, iPads, and 
iPod touch media players. 

"It is really not about a set 
of proprietary rules or about 
appifying the Web," Balsillie 
said. "The Web needs a plat¬ 
form that allows you to use 
your existing Web content, 
not apps." 

Balsillie gave as an exam¬ 
ple the multitude of online 
videos done in Flash software 
shunned by Apple and pub¬ 
licly ridiculed by Apple chief 
executive Steve Jobs. 

He predicted that the era 
of smartphone applications 
would "pass real quick." 

Balsillie said that he liked 
how Canada-based RIM was 
positioned with handsets and 
a "PlayBook" tablet that will 
take on Apple's iPad. 

PlayBook will be priced at 
less than 500 dollars when it 
is introduced in North Amer¬ 
ica in the first quarter of 2011, 
according to RIM. The Play¬ 
Book global launch is set for 


the second quarter of the year. 

RIM unveiled the Play- 
book in San Francisco in 
September as it seeks to com¬ 
pete with Apple's popular 
iPad and Samsung's recently 
launched Galaxy Tab. 

The PlayBook has a 
seven-inch (17.8-centimeter) 
display, smaller than the 9.7 
inches of Apple's iPad, and 
plays Adobe Flash video soft¬ 
ware, which is banned from 
the Apple device. 

The cheapest iPad costs 
499 dollars while the top 
model is priced at 829 dol¬ 
lars. 

When asked what he 
would say to Jobs if Apple's 
iconic pitchman were to ap¬ 
pear at the Summit, Balsillie 
replied his first comment 
would be "You showed up." 

On a separate competitive 
front, Balsillie downplayed 
news that near-field-commu- 
nication (NFC) chips were 
being built into a second-gen¬ 
eration Nexus smartphone that 
Google is readying for release. 

"We'd be fools not to have 
NFC in a product in the near 
term, and we are not fools," 
Balsillie said. 

A new Google mobile 
phone imbedded with a chip 
that makes it a virtual wallet 
so people can "tap and pay" 
is poised to make its debut, 
the Internet giant's chief Eric 
Schmidt said at the Summit a 
day earlier. 

The successor to the Inter¬ 
net firm's Nexus One smart¬ 
phone runs on a fresh version 
of Android software and is 
imbedded with a NFC chip 
for financial transactions, ac¬ 
cording to Schmidt.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
advisory panel for the US 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion recommended a new 
drug treatment Tuesday for 
lupus that if approved would 
be the first for the disease in 
over 50 years. 

An FDA spokeswoman 
said the committee voted 13- 
2 in favor of Benlysta, an ex¬ 
perimental drug therapy 
developed by pharmaceutical 
companies Human Genome 
Sciences and GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line. 

The full FDA must next 
consider whether to approve 
the drug for the market, likely 
in December. Typically, the 
agency follows the advisory 
panel's recommendations. 

"It is possible that 
BENLYSTA could receive 
regulatory approval in the 
United States before the end 
of 2010," Human Genome 
Sciences said on its website, 
noting that the FDA was 
scheduled to take up the mat¬ 


ter on December 9. 

There have been no new 
treatments in the last several 
decades for lupus, a disease 
in which the body's immune 
system attacks its own organs 
and tissues and is most often 
seen in women of child-bear¬ 
ing age. 

Symptoms can include 
fever, swollen joints, skin 
rashes and severe damage of 
the kidneys, lungs or central 
nervous system. 

"We are pleased to share 
the exciting news that 
Benlysta has cleared a signifi¬ 
cant hurdle on its path to be¬ 
coming the first 

FDA-approved medication for 
lupus in 52 years," said Sandra 
Raymond, president of the 
Lupus Foundation of America. 

"Each person with lupus is 
unique, and if Benlysta is ap¬ 
proved, it would be a signifi¬ 
cant and necessary first step 
toward creating the full arse¬ 
nal of treatments that lupus 
requires." 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Using antibiotics to treat ear 
infections in children is only 
slightly more effective than 
offering no treatment at all, 
said a study published Tues¬ 
day. 

Infections of the middle 
ear are the most common 
childhood infection for which 
antibiotics are prescribed in 
the United States, said the 
study published in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 

A 2006 study showed that 
an average of 350 dollars per 
child is spent on treating such 


ear infections, known as 
acute otitis media (AOM), 
for a total of 2.8 billion dol¬ 
lars spent per year. 

But giving young ones the 
drugs offered only minimal 
benefits. 

"Our findings reinforce 
the existing knowledge that 
the best antibiotic treatment 
for common childhood ear 
infections may be no antibi¬ 
otic treatment at all," said 
lead author of the study Tu- 
maini Coker. 

"Of 100 average-risk chil¬ 
dren with AOM, approxi¬ 
mately 80 would likely get 
better within about three days 
without antibiotics," the 
study said. 

If all 100 were given an 
antibiotic, 92 would "likely 
improve," but other painful 
side effects would pop up, 
like a rash in three to 10 of 
those children and diarrhea in 
five to 10 of them, it said. 

"Clinicians need to weigh 
these risks (including possi¬ 
ble long-term effects on an¬ 
tibiotic resistance) and 
benefits before prescribing 
immediate antibiotics for un¬ 


complicated AOM," the 
study authors said. 

The study took place over 
10 years and was carried out 
by researchers from the 
Southern California Evidence 
Based Practice Center. 

The study examined pre¬ 
viously published research at 
the request of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics as 
part of its effort to update 
practice guidelines for treat¬ 
ing ear infections in young 
children.

US report slams 'discriminatory’ 
Chinese trade barriers 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - China is following "highly discrimina¬ 
tory" economic practices that favor domestic trade over foreign 
imports, an effort that harms the US economy. 

"Under the guise of fostering 'indigenous innovation' in its 
economy, the government of China appears determined to ex¬ 
clude foreigners from bidding on government contracts at the cen¬ 
tral, provincial, and local levels," said Dan Slane, chairman of the 
US-China Economic and Security Review Commission. 

Warning Beijing is failing to fulfill pledges made in 2001 upon 
joining the World Trade Organization, Slane said the Chinese 
government "quite simply intends to wall off a majority of its 
economy from international competition." 


Air France-KLM returns to profit 



PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France-KLM said yesterday it 
returned to profit in its second 
quarter, taking advantage of an 
improved situation in the civil 
aviation sector as a whole to 
raise its financial targets. 

The carrier reported net 
earnings of 290 million euros 
(392 million dollars) in the 
June-September period after a 
loss of 147 million euros a year 
earlier. 

At the operating level, re¬ 
flecting core activities, the 
company earned 576 million 
euros against a loss of 47 mil¬ 
lion in the same period of2009. 

Sales rose 18.6 percent to 
6.64 billion euros. 

Air France-KLM took a 
heavy hit last year in the global 
recession, which cut deeply 
into passenger and freight traf¬ 


fic. 

In response, the company 
undertook severe capacity cut¬ 
backs, restructured its freight 
business and carried out a cost¬ 
cutting campaign on short- and 
medium-haul flights. 

The company is now look¬ 


ing ahead to an operating profit 
of more than 300 million euros 
in its financial year to March 
2011. 

For the full fiscal year 2009 
Air France-KLM suffered an 
operating loss of 1.28 billion 
euros.

Jolie movie starts filming 
in Bosnia 



SARAJEVO, Bosni-Herce- 
govina (AFP) - Shooting for 
Angelina Jolie’s directorial 
debut started in Bosnia on 
Wednesday after a ban trig¬ 
gered by controversy over the 
content of the movie was 
lifted. 

Local producer Edin Sarkic 
told AFP the shooting had 
started at a location in Sarajevo 
in the absence of Jolie, who 
was expected in Bosnia at a 
later date. 

Due to heavy rain the 
shooting started hours later 
than originally planned, ac¬ 
cording to an AFP photogra¬ 
pher. 

The daily Dnevni Avaz re¬ 
ported that Jolie’s crew will 
film only panoramic views of 
the capital Sarajevo and some 
scenes in the central town of 
Vares. 

Sarkic told national radio 
that the shooting was origi¬ 
nally planned at 17 locations in 
Bosnia but will now only be 
done in five. 

Jolie herself is still in Hun¬ 
gary filming scenes for the 
movie, a love story between a 
Muslim woman and a Serb 
man set against the back¬ 
ground of Bosnia's bloody 
1992-95 inter-ethnic war, the 
local producer told AFP. 

According to local media 
reports the shooting in Bosnia 
is to end on Sunday. 


The Hollywood superstar 
started filming her first fea¬ 
ture as a director in Hun¬ 
gary's capital Budapest in 
early October. 

According to a short syn¬ 
opsis of the film a young 
couple is separated as the 
war starts. When they see 
each other again the girl, a 
Muslim, is held in a deten¬ 
tion camp where her former 
boyfriend is now a guard. 

The movie caused con¬ 
troversy in Bosnia when 
local media reported ru¬ 
mours that the film was the 
story of a Muslim rape vic¬ 
tim who falls in love with her 
Serb attacker. 

Women victims' associa¬ 
tions complained about the re¬ 
ported content and in 
mid-October the Bosnian au¬ 
thorities suspended Jolie's 
filming permit. 

It was quickly reinstated 
after Jolie sent the authorities 
a copy of the script which her 
Bosnian production company 
says does not include any rape 
love story. 

The actress-tumed-director 
has said she wants to meet the 
associations who complained 
about her film while she is 
shooting in Bosnia to clear up 
any misunderstandings. 

"Until now all we have is 
her wish and promise that she 
will come" to meet them but 
no date has been set yet, 
Bakira Hasecic of the Women 
Victims of War (WVW) asso¬ 
ciation told AFP Wednesday. 

The association was in con¬ 
tact with Jolie since late August 
through the United Nations 
refugee agency (UNHCR), as 
she is its goodwill ambassador, 
Hasecic explained. 

The 1992-1995 war be¬ 
tween Bosnia's Croats, Mus¬ 
lims and Serbs claimed some 
100,000 lives. Government of¬ 
ficials say at least 20,000 
mostly Muslim women suf¬ 
fered sexual abuse during the 
conflict. 


Fortune-tellers warn of rocky road 
for William and Kate 


HONG KONG, China (AFP) - 
Asian fortune-tellers are divin¬ 
ing mixed blessings for 
Britain's Prince William and fi¬ 
ancee Kate Middleton, with 
the gloomier oracles warning 
of affairs, divorce and trouble 
having children. 

Arun Kumar Bansal, presi¬ 
dent of the All India Federation 
of Astrologers' Societies, saw 
a mostly rosy future for the 
second in line to the throne and 
his wife-to-be, who on Tues¬ 
day announced they would 
marry next year. 

"They match quite well. To¬ 
gether they score 24 points out 
of 36 on general compatibi¬ 
lity," he told AFP after poring 
over the couple's astrological 
birth charts, which he said 
showed the benign influence 
of the planet Mercury. 

"She has a softer persona¬ 
lity than him. She will agree to 
his demands, and be accom¬ 
modating of his needs. They 
will share a good friendship. 
They will not fight, in public 
or private — and Kate will con¬ 
duct herself well in public. 

"William is going through 
the best phase of his life right 
now. It will last for 15 to 20 
years. But he will not be king 
for a very long time, at least 15 
years," he said. 

In many Asian cultures, for¬ 
tune-tellers are the first port of 
call for people in search of the 
right partner, and their gui¬ 
dance on the most auspicious 
date for the wedding and for 
naming children holds a pow¬ 
erful sway. 

Bansal predicted wedding 
bells would likely chime for 
William and Middleton in June 
or July. 

The only cloud on the hori¬ 
zon, he said, was that the cou¬ 
ple may struggle for years 
before they can conceive the 
next generation of Britain's 
royalty. 

One of Hong Kong's top 
feng shui masters, Yeo Tin- 
ming, saw no such problems 
on the children front, predic¬ 
ting Middleton would likely 
get pregnant in 2012. 

"The two are very compati¬ 
ble in my eyes. One is born 
winter time and the other is 
bom during the summer time. 
They complement each other 
well," he said, while caution¬ 
ing that the pair would likely 
quarrel. 

Another Hong Kong for¬ 
tune-teller was less optimistic, 
however, saying the royal 
union would likely end in di¬ 
vorce — condemning the cou¬ 
ple to the same fate as 
William's parents Prince 
Charles and Princess Diana. 

"There will be major prob¬ 



lems for the couple in the 
decade after Prince William 
reaches the age of 39," said 
Anthony Cheng, a well-known 
feng shui columnist and TV 
personality. 

Cheng said the 28-year-old 
prince would likely either suf¬ 
fer a serious accident or get di¬ 
vorced in his 40s. 

"One of these will happen. 
And if he encounters an acci¬ 
dent, it is likely going to be 
fatal," Cheng said, advising the 
prince to avoid travel to south¬ 
ern or tropical locations. 

He further feared that Mid¬ 
dleton would have to be a 
long-suffering wife if the mar¬ 
riage was to last. 

"From a Chinese geomancy 
perspective, Prince William 
has too much 'peach blossom' 
luck. In other words, he will 
have a lot of love interests in 
his life. He develops feelings 
for other women easily." 

The marriage would there¬ 
fore depend on Middleton's 
tolerance level, Cheng said, 
explaining that the prince is 
"very likely going to have an 
affair." 

"The only way their mar¬ 
riage will last is if this girl 
turns a blind eye to all this," 
Cheng added. 

But unlike Diana, Middle- 
ton could at least count on

good relations with her royal 
in-laws, Cheng said. "This girl 
will be loved by the royal fa¬ 
mily, especially the queen."

INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AFP) - Allyson Felix was 
named winner of the Jesse 
Owens Award for the third 
time in her career on Tuesday 
by USA Track and Field, 
which gave the 2010 men's 
honor to hurdler David 
Oliver. 

Felix also won the award, 
named for 1930s legend 
Owens and presented to the 
year's outstanding US athlet¬ 
ics male and female competi¬ 
tors, in 2005 and 2007. 

"To be recognized as the 
best American female track 
and field athlete is truly hum¬ 
bling,” Felix said. 

Felix has won three world 
outdoor titles and two 
Olympic silver medals at 200 
meters. 

Felix won the inaugural 
Diamond League crowns in 
the women's 200 and 400. 
Her season-best 22.03 in the 
200 was second-fastest in the 
world in 2010. She also cap¬ 


tured the US 100- 
meter crown last 
June in 11.27 sec¬ 
onds. 

Her 2010 sea¬ 
son included 
helping a US 
4x400 relay title 
at the World In¬ 
door Champi¬ 
onships in Doha 
and 200 triumphs 
in Paris, Stock¬ 
holm, Brussels 
and London plus 
400 triumphs at London, 
Doha, Eugene and Zurich. 

Oliver, bronze medalist at 
the 2008 Beijing Olympics in 
the 110 hurdles, posted the 
five fastest times in the world 
this year, the best of them an 
American record 12.89-sec- 
ond run from his victory in 
Paris last July. 

That performance ranked 
fourth on the all-time list and 
put him behind Cuban world 
record-holder Dayron Robles 
and former world record- 
holder Liu Xiang of China 
among 110 hurdles perform¬ 
ers. 

Oliver was unbeaten in 15 
finals outdoors and won the 
inaugural Diamond League 
110 hurdles title. 

"Winning this award is 
one of the most outstanding 
accomplishments I have ever 
achieved,” Oliver said. 

Both Oliver and Felix are 
among the top US medal 
hopefuls for the 2012 London 
Olympics.

Messi stunner sinks arch-rivals 


Brazil 

DOHA (AFP) - A brilliant 
solo goal in injury time by 
Lionel Messi earned Ar¬ 
gentina a 1-0 victory over 
their arch-rivals Brazil in an 
international friendly here on 
Wednesday. 

The Barcelona superstar 
picked up the ball midway 
inside the Brazil half and 
weaved past four defenders 
before firing a low shot into 
the bottom-right comer with 
just a minute of added time to 
play. 

It was Messi's first ever 
goal against Brazil and al¬ 
lowed Argentina to record 
their first win against their 
old enemies since June 2005. 

His strike also allowed 
coach Sergio Batista to cele¬ 
brate victory in his first game 
in charge since he was con¬ 
firmed as the long-term suc¬ 
cessor to Diego Maradona. 

For Brazil it was a first de¬ 
feat in four matches for new 
coach Mano Menezes, who 
had led his country to victo¬ 
ries in his first three matches 




at the helm and had not pre¬ 
viously seen his team con¬ 
cede a goal. 

Both South American gi¬ 
ants are rebuilding after dis¬ 
appointing World Cups and 
they will resume hostilities in 
La Plata, Argentina on De¬ 
cember 19. 

The Albiceleste were sec¬

half, as Brazil impressed with 
their slick approach play, and 
Batista will have been de¬ 
lighted to secure a famous 
win after the 1-0 loss to Japan 
in their previous outing. 

AC Milan forward 
Ronaldinho was making his 
first Brazil appearance since 
April 2009 and although he 
illuminated the game with 
some classy touches, he 
could not prise open the Ar¬ 
gentine defence. 

Clattering tackles were a 
recurring feature of the en¬ 
counter and a glut of second- 
half substitutions seemed set 
to usher the game towards an 
anti-climactic conclusion. 

Bryant scores 
31 as Lakers 
beat Bucks 

MILWAUKEE, Wisconsin 
(AFP) - Kobe Bryant scored 
31 points and Spaniard Pau 
Gasol added 18 points and 10 
rebounds to power the reign¬ 
ing NBA champion Los An¬ 
geles Lakers past Milwaukee 
118-107. 

Shannon Brown scored 16 
of his 21 points in the fourth 
quarter for the Lakers, who on 
Tuesday improved to 8-2 and 
snapped a two-game losing 
skid after opening the season 
with eight triumphs in a row. 

Brandon Jennings led the 
Bucks with 31 points while 
Drew Gooden added 22 
points and Corey Maggette 
contributed 15 for Milwau¬ 
kee, which led 59-57 at half¬ 
time but saw the Lakers win 
the third quarter 33-22 to 
seize command. 

Bryant, who had seven re¬ 
bounds, scored seven consec¬ 
utive points in his 13-point 
third quarter and Brown sank 
four separate three-pointers 
in the fourth quarter to power 
the Lakers past what had 
been the NBA's top-ranked 
defensive unit. 


USA Swimming parts ways 
with coach Schubert 


COLORADO SPRINGS, 
Colorado (AFP) - USA 
Swimming confirmed the 
ouster of Mark Schubert as 
national team coach and gen¬ 
eral manager and announced 
a search for a new national 
team director. 

Schubert, who served 4 
1/2 years in the job, was 
placed on a 60-day leave in 
September with the reasons 
for the split kept private. No 
more details on the rift were 
forthcoming in USA Swim¬ 
ming's statement confirming 
the move. 

"I continue to have the 
highest admiration and re¬ 


spect for Mark Schubert and 
for his accomplishments and 
contributions to the sport," 
USA Swimming executive 
director Chuck Wielgus said 
on Tuesday. 

"I am saddened by this 
parting of ways as I was the 
one who sought out and re¬ 
cruited Mark for the job at 
USA Swimming. I know 
Mark still has much to give to 
the sport he loves and wish 
him the best in his future en¬ 
deavors." 

Former USA Swimming 
president Jim Wood will 
serve as the national team 
leader on an interim basis.

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Top FIFA official 
hits out at double 
vote 

DOHA (AFP) - Asian Foot¬ 
ball Confederation president 
Mohamed Bin Hammam has 
criticised FIFA's decision to 
choose the organisers of two 
World Cups at the same time. 

England, Russia and joint 
bids by Spain-Portugal and 
Netherlands-Belgium are in 
the running to host the 2018 
World Cup while Australia, 
the United States, Japan, 
Qatar and South Korea are 
bidding for 2022. 

However the process has 
been hit with controversy, 
with newspaper allegations 
of possible vote-buying and 
collusion between bidders. 
So far, two FIFA members 
have been suspended and the 
body will on Thursday an¬ 
nounce the outcome of a 
probe into the allegations. 

Bin Hammam, a member 
of FIFA's executive commit¬ 
tee, believes FIFA should 
never again allow two edi¬ 
tions of the World Cup to be 
voted on at the same time. 

He believes voting for one 
tournament at a time will re¬ 
duce the possibility of cor¬ 
ruption allegations that have 
plunged the process into cri¬ 
sis. 

"I hope it's the last time," 
Bin Hammam told the As- 
pire4Sport conference in 
Doha Wednesday. 

"From the beginning the 
Asian members, including 
me, were not convinced that 
deciding two World Cups at 
the same time was a good 
idea. 

"I raised my voice and 
said the decision for 2022 
should perhaps have been in 
2016, or maybe 2014, and 
that it was not appropriate for 
people sitting in the FIFA ex¬ 
ecutive committee today to 
make that decision. 

"We raised so many objec¬ 
tions but the vote was taken 
and we were outvoted. I hope 
people have realised that it 
was wrong." 

The ethics committee of 
world football's governing 
body has been meeting since 
Monday in an attempt to 
complete its investigation 
after two of the 24 members 
of FIFA's executive commit¬ 
tee were provisionally sus¬ 
pended last month. 

Four other football offi¬ 
cials and ex-FIFA decision 
makers were also sidelined 
following the claims of pos¬ 
sible vote buying raised in a 
controversial sting by under¬ 
cover reporters for a British 
newspaper. 

FIFA has also scheduled a 
meeting of its decision-mak¬ 
ing executive committee for 
Friday, a spokesperson told 
AFP, but no further details 
were given. 
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repair surgery successful for Margarito 


Orbital bone 

DALLAS (AFP) - Antonio 
Margarito underwent suc¬ 
cessful right orbital bone sur¬ 
gery at Methodist Hospital on 
Tuesday, three days after tak¬ 
ing a punishing beating at the 
hands of Filipino boxing star 
Manny Pacquiao. 

Margarito was kept 
overnight at the hospital be¬ 
fore a Wednesday release. He 


plans to take a flight to Los 
Angeles and then return to 
his home in Tijuana, Mexico, 
after losing in the World Box¬ 
ing Council super welter¬ 
weight title bout. 

Pacquiao won a unani¬ 
mous 12-round decision over 
Margarito on Saturday in 
nearby Arlington, punishing 
his larger rival so badly that 


surgery to repair the bone 
around his eye had to be de¬ 
layed so facial swelling could 
ease. 

"The doctor told us every¬ 
thing went perfect — no com¬ 
plications of any kind," said 
Margarito manager Sergio 
Diaz. "There's nothing wrong 
with his right eye." 

Diaz said Margarito will 


have two months without 
contact of any kind in a gym 
to allow the fighter to heal. 

"Antonio is such a warrior. 
The first thing he asked was 
'When can I start running?' 
and we told him he has to 
relax for awhile," Diaz said. 
"For sure, at least 60 days of 
no contact of any kind in a 
gym."
